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Juveniles and the Community 


As one of a number of state officials 


contributing a column for John W. Wyn- 
gaard during his vacation from his post 
as Madison correspondent of the Post- 
Crescent, Sanger B. Powers, head of the 
State Division of Correction, took the op- 
portunity to say a word about juvenile de- 
linquency. The subject is one that has had 
public attention for some time and one 
upon which most people have definite opin- 
ions. Likewise, it is a problem that has 
very little public understanding. 


Sanger Powers evidently is much im- 


pressed with the recipe for developing a 
criminal offered by Justice Edwards of the 
Michigan supreme court. A criminal can be 
made, Justice Edwards says, from a 
"laughing, wide-eyed baby boy" if he lives 
with drunken, brawling parents and later is 
taught by a "teacher who never succeeds 
in looking beyond his unkempt appearance 
and lack of self-control." By the time this 
boy is in the seventh grade he is about 
three years older and a head taller than the 
other members of the class because he has 
been dropped back in his grades once or 
twice during his unhappy school years. At 
15 he becomes a car thief and at 17 may 
even hold up a filling station. 


Powers, out of his wide experience in 


social welfare work, says it is not an easy 


task to re-orient and reshape the lives and 
sense of values of children with whom all 
others have failed. In the case of the juve- 
nile delinquent, there has been failure in 
the home, the school, the church and the 
local agencies. To start a program of reha- 
bilitation at this point is the hard way of 
doing it. 


The important thing, if we are to suc- 


ceed, is as Mr. Powers points out. to pre- 
vent delinquency in the first place. He 
says, "this can only be done in the com- 
munity by the community. This calls for 
the mustering of all agencies and services, 
public and private, and an inventory of sit- 
uations predisposing towards delinquency. 
A 'do it yourself attack by interested and 
aroused communities is not only an answer 
to the problem, but an obligation to the 
youth on whom this nation must depend." 


We are sure that states the problem 


very well but it does not assure success. It 
merely points out that the task is difficult 
and that much greater effort is needed. 
One thing is certain, it is much easier to 
take that "laughing, wide-eyed baby boy" 
and lead him along the path of normal de- 
velopment than it is to take the hardened 
young thug at 17 and attempt to reform 
him. It is possible to do either but we will 
save much time and trouble if we begin 
early. 


British Subsidies for Agriculture 


The American experience with subsi- 


dies for agriculture has produced such a 
terrific tangle that we are inclined to re- 
gard the mess as something decidedly 
American and one which no other country 
could possibly support. However. Great 
Britain has a similar system of subsidies 
and it is interesting to note that it is hav- 
ing some of the same trouble. 


George Winder, British farmer, author 


and journalist, has taken up the fight 
against agricultural subsidies in an article 
published in the Freeman, the magazine 
issued by the -Foundation for Economic 
Education, Inc., of New York. Winder says 
that the British taxpayers put up $655,200,- 
000 to subsidize agriculture in 1956-57 
which was a sum more than enough to pay 
the whole agriculture wage bill. He suggests 
that if the money had been used to reduce 
the government budget deficit there need 
not have'been any inflation of the British 
currency, but there was inflation and it 
amounts to nearly 50 per cent of the value 
of the savings of "the provident classes" 
since World war IL As there are only 
about 500,000 farms in Great Britain, the 
subsidy averages 81,310 per farm. The gov- 
ernment subsidy has resulted in the pro- 
duction of milk in sections of the country 
where there formerly were no dairy herds 
and Britain now has an excessive supply of 
.milk. The only profitable use of milk is 
its consumption in liquid form. The balance 
there, as in America, must be sold at a loss. 


In the case of potatoes, the quantity 


produced is strictly limited and by this 
means a satisfactory price is assured to the 
producer without government 
subsidies. 


However, it causes the consumer to-pay ex- 
cessive prices. 


Eggs are another example of what can 


be done with subsidies. The subsidized 
price of eggs has stimulated production 
until now "everyone with a little land 
seems to be going in for a deep litter poul- 
try shed." 


• Last year, while the farmer was receiv- 


ing a guaranteed price of 60 cents a dozen 
for eggs,, they were being sold in the'gro- 


cery stores for 35 cents, the government 
making up the difference. In fact, the ex- 
cessive supplies have caused Great Britain 
to become an exporter of eggs for the first 
time in memory. There have been difficul- 
ties here, too, just as America has had in 
trying to export its surpluses. People in 
Germany have complained about British 
eggs being sold there for 28 cents a dozen. 
Denmark complains that this dumping 
is destroying its export trade. This is in 
the face of the fact that for many years 
Great Britain has been an importer of 
eggs, chiefly from Australia and Denmark. 


The government subsidies offered for 


the production of wheat and other grains 
appear to be destroying the nation's great 
pastures and its cattle and sheep produc- 
tion. Before the war the nation's animal 
husbandry was expanding while grain pro- 
duction was falling off. Now, however, be- 
cause of subsidy for grain much of the land 
that formerly was in grass has been plowed 
up and planted. Winder mournfully points 
out that this emphasis on "arable farming 
has helped the larger farmers rather than 
the small man who generally is represent- 
ed as the man the taxpayer needs to help." 
That is a situation familiar in America, too. 


The argument in support of grain pro- 


duction is that Great Britain has a great 
need for grain and often suffers shortages 
during wartime. However, Winder says, 
grain is a great robber of soil fertility and 
if land is to be planted to grain now while 
it is not needed, the land will be less fertile 
and less able to produce grain during any 
future war when it will be needed. He 
points out that the present system of agri- 
culture is threatening the unity of the 
British Dominion. He says British taxpay- 
ers are paying some $650,000.000 a year 
to subsidize agriculture and are getting 
nothing they need in return. He says that 
politicians, either in fear of pressure 
groups or "through sheer inability to con- 
sider all the facts," are interfering with the 
nation's free economy and probably are 
building forces that may prove disastrous 
to them in the future. 


CARE Helps to Move Farm Surplus 


Whenever mention of America's huge 


farm surplus is made in conversation some 
person always asks why we don't give the 
surplus to the people around the world 
who need it. This question is asked in spite 
of the fact that America has tried over and 
over to give away huge quantities of its 
surplus foods. The results always have 
been bad. When any nation with a sur- 
plus attempts to unload its unwanted 
goods at giveaway prices the result is called 
dumping and is resented by producers of 
the same or similar goods in the area of 
the dumping. 


American farmers have been heard to 


complain when Canadian wheat rolls in 
from the northwest at low prices. The 
Asiatic producer of rice and grain suffers 
severely when American surplus foods are 
poured into his market area. Thus if 
America is to move its surplus foods it 
must find a way to place them directly in 
the hands of the needy consumers.

The 99 men who lived through the caprice of nature which 


wrecked the mine will recall the terror, the agony, the grief, 
and the miracles that occurred here. 


They will talk of the future of their town, struggling for life 


against the economic malnutrition brought on by closure of I 
the mine.
